REPORT 


OF THE 


SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS. 


To the Citizens of Auburn :— 


In presenting my report of the schools under my charge 
in this town, I have little to say that cannot be found in 
thte individual reports of the several districts. 

Many of the schools have been a credit to both teachers 

and pupils, while in others there was a chance for a more 
favorable exhibit. Many circumstances have conspired to 
defeat the wishes of the committee and people for first-class 
schools. 
- We are not disposed to administer praise or blame as a 
whole, but to state things as we find them. The complaint 
is often made by parents and the friends of education, that 
the best possible results have not been attained. The 
blame is thrown primarily upon the teachers, and second- 
arily upon the superintendent, as if we might look for fault 
elsewhere as unsuccessfully as Diogenes searched for an 
honest man. 

In our opinion, and in the opinion of everybody who 
looks at the matter with an unprejudiced mind, the pros- 
perity of the schools depends in a great measure upon the 
system of family discipline maintained at home. 

Again, some one thinks the teacher has not sufficient 
ability and knowledge to occupy the position she is engaged 
to fill, —a gentle reflection upon the superintendent’s fit- 
ness for ascertaining that thing. 

Now permit me to say, for the protection of myself and 
successors as well, that, when districts pay a third-class 
salary, a first-class teacher will not often apply, though 
sometimes they do and are secured. It is the custom in 
many districts to give the school to the lowest bidder, and 
the examining committee determines the qualifications, in 
a measure, by the salary. 
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This system of employing teachers is wholly wrong, and 
fault-finding under such circumstances ill becomes anybody, 
unless for flagrant abuses. 

No change has been effected this year in text-books, nor 
has any determined effort been made to secure the desired 
uniformity in the use of books. This can not, in our opin- 
ion, be attained till a law is enacted compelling the towns 
to furnish all the books for the schools. There are two 
objections in the way of carrying out the principle of uni- 
formity now. Some parents have not sufficient pride in 
the matter, and are contented to let their children use an- 
tiquated and dilapidated books, under the erroneous idea 
that ‘ what was good enough for us is good enough for our 
children.” Other parents possess a superior judgment and 
will yield to none in the matter of studies and books for 
their children. 

There is a need, constantly increasing with the progress 
of civilization and advancement in educational facilities 
elsewhere, for outline maps, books of reference, globes, 
etc., etc., as aids toward a more thorough knowledge. 
Some schools are almost wholly without them. 

Fifty dollars as an extra fund was appropriated at the 
last town meeting for the schools, forty dollars of which 
was expended for copies of the new State map for the sey- 
eral districts. We consider the money profitably expended, 
and so we might say of any amount that should be appro- 
priated for the schools.

The above is a very creditable showing. It will be 
noticed that some have beén present every day for the sev- 
eral terms of the year. In one or two cases when the

scholar has been present every day except a few during 
which he was sick and stayed at home from an imperative 
necessity, we have classed them under the roll of honor. 

In attempting to make up a statistical table I find some 
of the registers so imperfect that it cannot be done without 
great difficulty. I hope that my successor will enforce the 
law that requires the registers returned in a satisfactory 
condition before the teachers can claim pay for their ser- 
vices, — a course which we should have pursued, had we 
foreseen the difficulties in the way. 


District No. 1. —Enoca Watson, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number scholars, 19; average attendance, 18. 

The summer term of 8 weeks was taught by Mrs. 
Mary J. Underhill. Mrs. Underhill is a teacher of experi- 
ence, and succeeded well in keeping her scholars under a 
healthy system of discipline. The scholars made com- 
mendable progress. Visitors, 30. 

Winter term of 11 weeks. — Whole number scholars, 17 ; 
average attendance, 15. 

This term was taught by Miss Emma F. Bixby. It was 
Miss Bixby’s first attempt at teaching, and, of course, she 
could not be expected to fill the position of a teacher of 
experience. Some things can be learned alone from expe- 
rience. Some of the scholars showed the results of earnest 
effort, which might: have been augmented by a stricter disci- 
pline. Visitors, 13. 


District No. 2.—C. P. Emery, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number scholars, 1st term, 22; 2d term, 24. 

Average attendance, Ist term, 21; 2d term, 28. 

These two terms of 9 and 7 weeks were taught by Miss 
Jessie A. 8. Dolber. She is a young teacher, though she 
has taught several terms in other towns. The appearance 
of the classes at the close was very fine, but it appeared to 
us that the teacher’s efforts were directed rather to a well- 
ordered final exhibition than to thoroughness in foundation 
principles. The two ought to be judiciously combined. 
Visitors, 12 and 18. 

Third term of 7 weeks. — Whole number scholars, 18 ; 
average attendance, 17. 

This term was taught by Miss Sarah L. Haselton. She 
had some very decided disadvantages to labor under, but 
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she accomplished more than we expected. Miss Haselton 
is a thorough teacher, and, under more propitious circum- 
stances, could not fail to give great satisfaction. Visitors, 
15. 


District No. 8.— A. EH. Preston, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number scholars, 29; average attendance, 24. 

Spring term of 10 weeks taught by Miss Rose M. Cram. 
Miss Cram came with a long record as a successful teacher 
in other towns, and fully sustained her reputation in this 
school. Visitors, 29. 

Fall term of 13 weeks. — Whole number scholars, 25 ; 
average attendance, 25. 

Winter term of 14 weeks. — Whole number scholars, 30 ; 
average attendance, 28. 

Both these terms were taught by Mrs. M. J. Dolber, 
another teacher of extended experience. She labored with 
zeal, and the classes made good progress. Through Mrs. 
Dolber’s efforts, a full set of Warren’s outline maps was 
procured, meeting a want long felt in the district, and for 
which the people are under obligations to her for giving an 
impetus to the movement. Visitors, fall term, 18; winter 
term, 5. 


District No. 4. — E. A. Savage, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number scholars, 16 ; average attendance, 15. 

First term of 84 weeks was taught by Miss Lillian C. 
George. This was Miss George’s first school, and, though 
there was considerable complaint in the district, we believe 
the fault not wholly due to the teacher. She passed an 
excellent examination, and we are confident that, with more 
experience, she will be a teacher of no mean attainments. 
Visitors, 16. 

Second term of 8? weeks. — Whole number scholars, 19 ; 
average attendance, 18. 

This term was taught by Miss Mary A. Nichols. Miss 
N. possesses the requisite talents for a successful teacher, 
and, though this was her first effort, she produced a very 
favorable impression, and the scholars made good progress. 
The order was not of the best. Visitors, 21. 


District No. 5.— W. H. Wuippen, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number of scholars, 1st term, 19; 2d term, 21. 
Average attendance, Ist term, 18; 2d term, 20. 
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These terms were of 7 and 8 weeks’ duration respectively, 
and taught by Miss Ostensia M. Smith, who had taught in 
town previously. Some classes made good progress. Her 
discipline was very lax. The register she returned was 
carefully prepared. Visitors, lst term, 28 ; 2d term, 25. 


District No. 6.—M. M. Bricker, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number scholars each term, 7. 

Average attendance, Ist term, 5; 2d term, 6. 

First term of 8 and second of 7 weeks were taught by 
Miss Lizzie EK. Crane, who has taught several terms in other 
towns. She did some good work, bat a little more energy 
on her part would have resulted in greater accomplish- 
ments. Visitors, 7 and 8.

Whole number scholars, Ist term, 14 ; 2d term, 16. 

Average attendance, Ist term, 13; 2d term, 12. These 
two terms of 9 weeks each were taught by Miss Jennie P. 
Hazelton, who proved herself a very successful teacher, and 
it seemed to us that as much was accomplished as could be 
well done. ‘The latter term was somewhat interrupted by 
the sickness of teacher and scholars, Miss H.’s sister 
acting as her substitute for a short time. Visitors, 20 and 16. 


District No. 8. —C. Sporrorp, Prudential Committee. 


Whole number of scholars, Ist term, 11; 2d term, 8. 

Average attendance, Ist term, 9; 2d term, 5. 

Spring term of 8 and fall term of 9 weeks were under 
the instruction of Miss Mary G. Fox, who had taught the 
school one term last year. Miss Fox labored with great 
fidelity for the interest of her scholars, and gave excellent 
satisfaction. A prize was offered for the greatest improve- — 
ment in penmanship during the latter term, which was 
awarded to George EH. Spofford. The improvement in his 
writing, as well as that of some others, was very remarka- 
ble. Visitors, 1st term, 83; 2d term, 16.
